Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jones 
#976,573. Jones discloses a sheet pile comprising first and second joints wherein a 
cross-sectional shape of the joints is line-symmetric or point-symmetric. 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schaack #2,556,298. Schaack discloses a sheet pile comprising first and second joints 
wherein a cross-sectional shape of the joints is line-symmetric or point-symmetric.
